- value has been proved in his operation pf the Nickel 
Plate. 
When Bernet— who had been blacksmith, teleg­ 
rapher and train dispatcher— was put in charge of the 
Nickel Plate, he concentrated on two things— get­ 
ting freight business and speeding freight movements. 
The two went well together, for the more he speeded 
the freight, the more freight he got. 
Railroads had long averaged about 15 n.iles a day 
| for freight cars. 
They were just beginning to move 
\ little faster. 
Bernet led the speeders. When Amer­ 
ican railroads in general succeeded in moving their 
freight an average of 22.4 miles a day, Bernet was 
moving his 47 miles a day.

INFECTION 
MAY CAUSE HEART DISEASE 
Many cases of heart disease have their origin in 
infection. 
D iphtheria injures the heart through the 
effects of the poisons on the nerves leading to the 
heart and on the heart tissue. 
M others should 
realize that every sore throat m ay be serious, that 
antitoxin prom ptly given is specific, and that heart 
disease m ay be prevented by early treatm en t of 
this disease. 
O ther infectious diseases, such a t scarlet fever, 
influenza, syphilis and pneum onia, are caused by 
germ s which also have the pow er of infecting the 
lining of the heart. 
The conditions included in the grouping of chorea, 
S t Vitus’ dance, grow ing pains, and acute rheum atic 
fever are usually associated w ith infection of the 
body by a germ of the streptococcus family. 
These germ s find their on. ance Into 
the 
body 
usually by the w ay of infected te *th, or Infected 
*>re thro ats. 
M eans should regularly be employed 
to keep the teeth and tonsils healthy, and if these 
become infected, they should be trca,e< so that the 
germ s cannot penetrate further into the body.
